Burn stubble thoroughly 18 soon as surface is dry, Fire about noon time when stendy wind fis bowie, 
Cultivate at once about two inches deep, then sow the wheat and harrow immediately afterwards, If 
le, where area is large, harrow first, then cultivate, seed, and harrow again. In [astern 
tehewan sow 1% bush. per acre; in Western Saskatchewan 1\4 bush.
